The suggestion lhat steps be taken to 


increase the membership of the city ot 
Appleton on the county board of super- 
visors is one that merits the careful con 
sulorntion of the city council. 
Assum- 


ing thai the city now represents one- 
third of the population of the county and 
that its assessed valuation for purposes of 
taxation is approximately one-third, it 
would seem that the present ratio of six 
out of forty members ought to be in- 
creased. The proposal is to increase the 
city's representation to twelve, and while 
that would not bear the proportion to to- 
tal membership existing in population 
and wealth it would be a more equitable 
division and would come much nearer 
measuring to the city's representative 
rights. 


After all it is a question of equity more 


than anything else. The country mem- 
bers will have control of the board in 
any event, and it would be neither po- 
litic nor just to predicate a change on the 
theory that the power is to be exercised 
detrimentally to the city's interests. The 
city and county at large work together 
very well, and the most important thing 
of all is to keep this relationship har- 
monious and cooperative. The interests 
of both are common in practically every 
question which comes before the board. 
What is for the benefit of the county is 
for the benefit of the city of Appleton. 
and conversely, what promotes the ad- 
vancement of the city is for the good of 
the county. 


We do not believe the town members 


would object to an increase in city mem- 
bership, and of course it would not be 
brought about in a way to invite antag- 
onism or criticism. The question is 
wholly within the control of the city of 
Appleton, and we take it for granted that 
before the proposal is acted upon it will 
be thoroughly discussed and its effects 
weighed from all angles. 
The board 


membership of the city can be increased 
without disturbing the school districts 
and without changing the number of al- 
dermen. There has been a tendency in 
other counties to increase city represen- 
tation more nearly in accord with popu- 
lation and taxable property, the council 
of Green Bay having recently passed an 
ordinance of this character.

which nominated him at New York glo- 
rified the seditious platform adopted at 
St. Louis in 1917. In the course of the 
convention the mention of the name of 
the president of Ihe United States was 
hissed and booed. A bitter attack upon 
the American Legion was hailed with 
wild enthusiasm. 


The president of the United States em- 


bodies the freedom of the American 
people. He represents this democracy as 
its chosen leader and executive head. To 
hiss him is to hiss American liberty and 
free institutions. It is to hiss the gov- 
ernment of Washington and Lincoln. To 
attack the American legion is to attack 
American manhood upon which the na- 
tion relies for defense and which fought 
and won the war against (ierman despo- 
tism. It is no different than an attack 
would be on the (irand Army of the He- 
public or upon the patriots of 1770. It 
is an attack upon the sovereignty and 
power and honor of the United Stales of 
America, which Ihe American Legion 
represents in the most perfect sense of 
the term. 


An indorsement of the disloyal St. 


Louis platform is in reality an indorse 


menl oT pro-Ctermaimm. for iu»\\l'ere in 
the world does socialism oppose war as 
such. In its greatest stronghold, derma- 
ny. it was faithful to autocracy through- 
out, and did its bidding to the last com- 
mand. All the Bcrgcr-St. Louis platform 
species ever representetl in this country 
was rampant pro-(iermanism. 


The platform and nominee of the New 


York convention are described as the 
products of the "conservative" wing of 
the party.

One sen- 
ator asserts that the adoption of a peace 
resolution by congress will be ineffective 
unless (Icrniany passes a similar resolu- 
tion, while others say it will make no 
difference. Mr. Lenroot is of the opinion 
that repeal of the declaration of war by 
the congress is perfectly legal, while Mr. 
Taft, who is one of our greatest authori- 
ties on the constitution, holds there is 
doubt as to the constitutional power ot 
congress in the premises. And so it goes, 
all of which is splitting hairs over ques- 
tions which ought not in any form to be 
before congress. 


The way to make peace is by treaty, 


negotiated first by the president and ra- 
tified afterward by the senate. That is 
the constitutional, orderly, slatcsmanly 
way to terminate a war. It always has 
been utilized by the United States for the 
simple reason that it is the only logical 
way for the consequences and liabilities 
entailed by war to be determined and 
established. No more unsatisfactory or 
dangerous method for terminating war 
could be conceived than by resolution of 
congress repealing 
the declaration of 


war. What rights, what assurances, what 
responsibilities growing out of our mili- 
tary victory over (ierman autocracy are 
guaranteed and fixed by repealing the 
declaration of war? 


It is not. therefore, a question of 


whether the congress has the power or 
the right to end the war with Germany 
as the Knox resolution proposes, it is 
rather a question of whether it ought to 
do so from the moral, the national and 
the international standpoints. The pre- 
sident may be wrong in standing in the 
way of a negotiated peace except on his 
own arbitrary terms, but the congress 
cannot cure this wrong by itself com- 
mitting another wrong. The short cut to 
peace it desires to take is the political 
route pure and simple. No one would 
have entertained it for a moment while 
the treaty was being negotiated or after 
it was submitted to the senate. It would 
not now be entertained if a presidential 
election were not impending. 


So far as Senator Knox is concerned, 


he does not want a peace which imposes 
Burdens of any kind on Germany or 
which affirms the victory over militar- 
ism won at monumental sacrifice. 
He 


wants the United Slates to let Germany 
go Scot free, and that is what his peace 
resolution amounts to. He also is op- 
posed to the league of nations with or 
without 
the 
Lodge 
reservations, 
he 


•wants no league at all, and lhat is an- 
other good reason for his peace resolu- 
tion.

and such stuff. 
Yet tin1 I'uited States remain 


united, the world mows on, and happiness and 
health arc all on the mend. There is already a 
marked fulling off in the business of the count v 
jails, a letting down in the press of cases in tho 
lower courts, a greatly diminished demand for 
medical charity, and a very encouring shrink- 
age in the dead beat liM o! every business man 
who deals with the public. 


A clinic ouened in the city of New York in 


anticipation of a great increase in drug addic- 
tion among unfortunate citizens who could no 
longer get booze proved supertluous. and had to 
he closed because the awful drug addiction so 
freely and -rather ill-naturedly predicted by the 
city office-holders failed to materialize. The op- 
ening and closing of that clinic somehow re- 
minds one of the bad boy across the street, if we 
won't play his way. threatens to eat worms. 


Dire predictions of a sad increase in the fatal- 


ity of the flu were made by the friends of N. C. 
Booze in many parts of the country, which pre- 
dictions proved equally bad guesses. This year's 
flu epidemic wa>- much less fatal than the epi- 
demic of 191S-1919. 


Here and there distinguished medical breth- 


ren who are fond of a nip have joined the chor- 
us of stern warning to the misguided people, op- 
enly declaring that there is nothing which can 
take the place of brandy, whisky and other dear 
old remedies in the treatment of this and that 
serious illness. 
But these ardent supporters of 


dampness scarcely venture to assert that they 
save more lives by the treatment of pneumonia 
with alcohol than the rest of us save by treat- 
ment without alcohol. 
They avoid such odious 


comparisons for the simple reason that they 
can't produce statistics to back their advocacy of 
booze as a remedy. 


It is undoubtedly hard and painful for one ac- 


customed to his horn of brandy or his eye-open- 
er or his nightcap or whatever it may be to con- 
tent himself with something that hae no kick. 
But any one not wilfullv biased in the premises 
cannot fail to see that the world is as well off, 
so far as matters of health and disease are con- 
cerned, without alcohol as it ever was with al- 
cohol. 


Physicians generally had long since eliminat- 


ed whiskey .and brandy from the emergency clos- 
ed whiskey and brandy from the 
emergency 


chest. These panaceas, so welcome to so many 
habitual inmates of hoBpitals. had become prac- 
tically obsolete, so far as serious treatment was 
concerned, although the public still liked to im- 
agine that X. C. Hooze was good for fevers and 
fits, coughs and colds, fainting and chill, good 
for whatever you pleased to think ailed you.

demic of influenza in Wisconsin in 
January. February and March. 1920. 
42.793 cases were reported und 3.352 
deaths from influenza and all forms 
of pneumonia were recorded, giving a 
ratio of one death to every 12.7 re- 
ported cases, according to figures an- 
nounced by the state boan! nt health. 


"Munlfestly." says the board, "this 


proportion Is too high, but represents 
the statewide condition with regard 
to reporting. Relatively, however, the 
state ranks high in reporting, due 
largely to the service!* of collaborat- 
ing epidemiologists who have been ap- 
pointed in most of the larger cities. 
The comparatively large case figures 
ftre therefore 
indicative, generally 


ttpeaking. of fair reporting und not of 
a prevalence of disease, worse than 
other states ex|>erienced." 


Tables have been compiled showing 


the fatality rates for all counties. In 
those above the state standard it is 
possible the cases were poorly report- 
ed, that the difiease 
was especially 


virulent, or that the physicians did 
not treat the infection with the cus- 
tomary degree of success. 


Many of the rural counties show on 


the face of the figures a much lower 
fatality rate, and indicate better re- 
porting, than heavily, populated coun- 
ties. The reports indicate that Keno- 
sha county, with a large population. 
had one 
death to every 4.2 cases. 


while Burnett county, strictly rural. 
had one to every 40.5 cases: that Ash- 
land county had one death to every K 
cases, while the neighboring county 
of 
Kaytield had 
one to every 22.6 


cases: that Douglas county, cintaiu- 
iog one of the largest cities, bad one 
death to every 3.5 ea^es, while Pierce, 
with no large city and a small total 
population, had one to every 40.6 
cases. 
'Obviously, 
reporting 
was 


markedly 
deficient 
in the 
larger 


counties. 


In the populous county of Dane the 


reporting was poor, with one death 
to every 11.9 reported cases. In the 
city 'of Madison, exclusive of the uni- 
versity, the physicians reported 551 
cases and 34 deaths, a ratio of one 
death to 16.2 cases. The reports from 
the university show 3<> cases and 13 
deaths—a proportion of one death to 
three cases. 


'•A fatality rate based upon a com- 


paratively large number of cases and 
deaths may ordinarily be regarded as 
indicating the prevailing and repre- 
sent alive experience." the state board 
concludes. "However, the fatality rate 
must not be considered an inflexible 
factor, for there are numerous and 
varied factors influencing the subject. 


"A low tatality rate, especially when 


based upon a relatively large number 
of reported cases and a small num- 
ber of deaths, is trequently signifi- 
cant. 
It usually indicates that the 


physicians are reporting well. 


"Tin* chief conclusion to be drawn 


from a high fatality rate is that the 
case reports are 
incomplete. 
This 


board cannot emphasize too strongly 
the necessity for prompt and com- 
plete reporting of all cases of dan-

This is the main recommendation 
just made to Governor Philipp by the 
State Rent Commission, headed by 
David V. Jennings. The commission 
has just completed an exhaustive in- 
vestigation of rental and housinc con- 
ditions in Milwaukee. 


The commission 
propones to ex- 


empt homesteads from, taxation up to 
$5.600. in order to encourage build- 
ing of homes, and force unimproved 
property into use. 


As a result of the investigation it 


is expected that the Legislature will 
enact remedial legislation. 


1. Give the courts 
much greater 


powers in handling eviction cases and 
preventing abuses by landlords; 


2. Limit to 25 per cent gross, and 


10 per cent net. the profit that any 
landlord would be allowed to make; 


3. Direct the Wisconsin tax com- 


mission to investigate and report to 
the 1921 Legislature on the feasibil- 
ity of exempting homesteads from 
taxation up to $5,000 in valuation. 


In recommending the legal limita- 


tion of rent profits to 10 per cent net, 
the commission says: 


"The proposed 
legislation has a 


precedent in our usury laws and we 
believe the public necessity for it is 
equally apparent. It will not reduce 
rents of the landlord who has been 
reasonable in his demands, but will 
greatly decrease some of the rents 
now exacted and will have the effect 
of eliminating the rent 
broker or 


scalper."

Fifty years ago 
she was a Quaker preacher in the 
little white church at West Branch. 
Those were the days of the old-fash- 
ioned Quaker meetings, when men in 
broad-brimmed hats and 
collarless 


coats, and women in silk sunbonnets. 
gray dresses and white shawls, wor- 
shipped on opposite 
sides of 
the 


church with a partition between them, 
and when they did not have regular 
pastors, but members of the congre- 
gation who were considered to have 
a "gift" were "recommended." and 
spoke "when the spirit moved them." 


Hannah Hoover was 
one of the 
"recommended." 


One Sabbath, at the climax of her 


exhortation, some youths in the con- 
gregation snickered. She turned up- 
on them, her eyes flashing. 


Predicts the Future. 


"Ay laugh" she screamed. Thee'll 


live to see this meeting-house turned 
into a dance hall, and the young men 
of West Branch lying drunk in its 
doorway!'' 


A thrill of horror ran through the 


meeting. Mrs. Mary Carran of West 
Branch, who heard the outburst, was 
a girl then. She tells the story now. 


"I was frightened stiff," she says. 


"Hannah was very angry, and I was 
afraid there was going to be trouble 
right in 
the 
meeting-house. But 


nothing further happened." 


Years passed. Hannah 
Hoover's 


son married, and his wife also was 
"recommended" and preached in the 
little white church. Their son, Her- 
bert, went to school to Mary Carran. 
His parents and grandparents both 
died, and the boy went away to live 
with relatives. Reports 
came back 


to West branch that he had gone to 
college; then that he had become a 
mining engineer; then that he was a 
rich man and traveled all over the 
world. 


Meeting Place Changed. 


West Branch changed, too. 
But there were still some in the 


congregation who remembered Han- 
nah Hoover. And oiie day. only about 
six years ago. as they assembled at 
the new meeting-house, they stared iu 
astonishment at the old one. 


A rough addition with a ticket sell- 


er's window covered the gable end; 
electric lights blazed across the en- 
tire front, and picture* of men and 
girls in strange costumes and poses 
covered big 
billboards beside the 


door. 


The old Quaker meeting-house had 


been turned into a movie theatre—• 
and a dance hall! 


And that is what it is today.
